Auditing Of Missile 
Flig hts Also Asked

GENEVA (AP) — U. S. delegate 
Frederick M. Eaton Jsk ed the 
10-nation disarmament conference 
today to agree at once on the 
banning of 
weapons 
in 
outer 
space. 
He also called for auditing of 
missile flights and a halt in pro- 
duction (rf nuclear materials for 
arms. 
Eaton told the delegations that 
such steps would giv e an impetus 
to their work in seek ing general 
disarmament. He warned that the 
final 
banning 
of 
all 
weapons 
would not be accomplished all at 
once lik e the legendary birth of 
Venus 
Anadyomene 
from 
the 
sea. 
He said he believ ed the con 
ference could tak e steps now to 
deny the use of outer space to 
weapons of mass destruction for­ 
ev er. 
A reporting of missile flights to 
some center wdiich would k eep 
track 
of them would ease 
the 
chance 
of 
miscalculations 
that 
might start a war, he said. 
The 
Western powers say they 
are .seek ing a disarmament pact 
before scientists can dev elop nu­ 
clear-armed space satellites. 
Speak ing in the two-hour sec­ 
ond work ing session, Eaton said 
the conference 
should mov e at 
once into the problem of nuclear 
material. 
He said something should be 
done about the v ast production of 
these 
materials and added that 
if production was stopped a way 
would be (^en to mov ing on to 
the transformation of these ma­ 
terials for peaceful uses. 
He warned the fiv e Communist 
powers—the Sov iet Union, Czech­ 
oslov ak ia, Poland, Romania and 
Bulgaria—that it is futile for them 
to

disarmament 
agreement 
which failed to contain central 
elements of control. 
He criticized the four-year dead­ 
line in the riv al Sov iet plan. It 
would be impossible, he declared, 
to accomplish responsible disar- 
mameirf while work ing against 
such a deadline. He said Western 
powers are prepared to mov e 
ahead as fast as an agreement 
can be arranged.

France, Italy and Canada put for­ 
ward their plan with the greatest 
seriousness, he said. 
Eaton did not go into detail con­ 
cerning early agreements on out­ 
er space, missiles and nuclear 
production.

porarily homeless in Plant City, 
a community of s(mie 9,000 which 
was hit by a damaging tornado 
Wednesday.

Tampa, was declared a disaster 
area. 
The tornado struck 
buildings 
and nine planes at the airport, 
causing $100,000 damage. 
At least 18 deaths were at­ 
tributed to weather’s latest v io­ 
lent outbreak , one of a series of 
storms that has battered wide 
areas in the eastern haU of the 
nation in the last month. 
In the wide belt of fresh snow, 
falls ranged up to more than a 
foot in parts of Virginia and in 
many Midwest sections. Heav iest 
snow was from 
Iowa thr(mgh 
n(M-thern Illinois and the Great 
Lak es region. 
The 
snowstorm, 
with 
gusty 


winds, caused much drifting and 
forced the closing of hundreds of 
schools, businesses and airports. 
Traffic was stalled, trav elers ma­ 
rooned and communications dis­ 
rupted. 
■The storm centered this morn­ 
ing ov er the southern tip of Lak e 
Michigan. Snow continued in most 
of the northern half of the Mis­ 
sissippi Valley and nearby Great 
Lak es region into the Upper CRiio

Heav y snow warnings were is­ 
sued for eastern Pennsylv ania, 
with falls ranging from 6 to 12 
inches and much drifting.

Bloody Limb

OTTAWA, 111. (AP) - A blood­ 
stained tree limb and pieces of 
red cord were objects of intense 
scrutiny today as police spurred 
efforts to solye the grisly slaying 
of three women on a holiday trip 
to one of Illinois’ most scenic re­ 
sorts. 
But inv estigators admitted they 
still had little to go on. “It’s any­ 
body’s guess,” said Sgt, William 
Hall of the state police. 
Troopers pick ed up two men on 
an anonymous tip late Wednes­ 
day night but they were released 
a short time later. Officers con­ 
tinued their questioning of home­ 
owners and motel owners in hopes 
of stumbling onto a new lead. 
The women, wiv es' of promi­ 
nent Chicago business executiv es, 
were found by

Wedne.sday on the floor of

in a towering sandstone canyoa 
in rolling Starv ed Rock State 
Park ,

Chicago. 
Their heads were bloodied and 
battered. Bruises cov ered other 
parts of their bodies. Two women 
were nak ed from the waist down; 
the third still wore « a girdle. A 
fingertip was missing from one 
v ictim.

Qty Would Decide

The element of economic pres­ 
sure was introduced Wednesday 
by the National Assn for the Ad­ 
vancement of Colored People as 
hundreds of Negroes in half a 
dozen Southern cities faced fines 
and jail terms for demonstrating 
against segregated eating facili­ 
ties. 
Th® NAACP se id in New York 
that all its members would be 
asked to withhold patronage from 
branches of four variety chains— 
Woolworth, 
Kresge, 
Kress 
and 
Grant’s—and one independent de­ 
partment store, Thalhimer’s in 
Richmond, Va. 
The development came on the 
heels of mass Negro demonstra­ 
tions and a statement by Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower that there is 
nothing improper or unconstitu­ 


tional about orderly marching in 
the streets and peaceful assembly 
by groups seeking to show their 
desires for equality. 
But the President, in his news 
conference, made no direct com­ 
ment on sit-down demonstrations. 
Eisenhower’s position was chal­ 
lenged by (me Southern governor, 
Ernest F. Hollings of South Caro­ 
lina, where tear gas and fire 
hoses were turned on 1,000 Negro 
paraders earlier this week and 
hundreds were arrested. 
Hollings 
said 
the 
President’s 
statement caused “great damage 
to peace and good order in South 
Carolina.” Hie governor said the 
issue is one of maintaining the 
public peace and not of establish­ 
ing rights. 
Shortly before the Negro or- 
ganzation issued its 
statement, 
segregation policies crumbled in 
downtown San Antonio, Tex. Six 
variety stores 
and a citywide 
chain of pharmacies opened their 
lunch counters to Negroes on an 
integrated basis. 


WASHINGTON (AP)-Southern­ 
ers campaigned in the House to­ 
day to try to confine powers of 
voting referees to elections of fed­ 
eral officers. 
The provision now in the pend­ 
ing civil rights bill provides for a 
federal court and referee enforce­ 
ment system for Negro and other 
minority voting in all kinds of 
elections — from president to 
minor local offices. 
Backers of the provision w on 
two major test votes Wednesday 
over the hard-fighting Southern 
House members. 
Privately, some Southern lead­ 
ers conceded they are probably 
outgunned in the House and must 
pin their remaining hopes on their 
Senate 
colleagues. 
The 
Senate 
meanwhile was m a r k i n g time 
while the House battle went for­ 
ward. 
On the other side of the con­ 
troversy. members (rf the bipar­ 
tisan civil rights group were tak­ 
ing fqr granted approval of the 
referee plan and talking of writ­ 
ing in a ban on poll taxes. 
The House Wednesday adopted, 
188-120, provisions to avoid legal 
delays that might be used to keep 
Negroes away from the polls even 
after they took the cases to fed­ 
eral referees. The bill as amended 
now provides for provisional vo­ 
ting in unsettled cases, with the 
ballots to be kept separate until 
final -determination. 
This provision helped solidify 
the support of some Northern 
Democrats who objected to the 
administration-inspired bill as too 
weak. 
The next key vote beat down, 
149-121, a move by Rep. Edwin 
E. Willis (D-La) to require strict­ 
er proof by applicants that they 
were refused voting rights solely 
because of race or color. Civil 
rights supporters said it would de­ 
feat the bill by making possible 
endless lawsuits.

Auditing Of Missile 
‘ Flights Also Asked 
At Disarm Meeting 


GENEVA (AP) - U S delegate 
Frederick M. Eaton tsked the 
10-nation disarmament conference 
today to agree at once on the 
banning 
of 
weapons 
in 
outer 
space. 
He also called for auditing of 
missile flights and a halt in pro­ 
duction of nuclear materials for 
arms. 
Eaton told the delegations that 
such steps would give an impetus 
to their work in seeking general 
disarmament. He warned that the 
final 
banning 
of 
aU 
weapons 
would not be accomplished all at 
once like the legendary birth of 
Venus 
Anadyomene 
from 
the 
sea. 
He said he believed the con­ 
ference could take steps now to 
deny the use of outer space to 
weapons of mass destruction for­ 
ever. 
A reporting of missile flights to 
some center which would keep 
track of them would ease the 
chance 
of 
miscalculations 
that 
might start a war, he said. 
The Western powers say they 
are seeking a disarmament pact 
before scientists can develop nu- 
clear-armed space satellites. 
Speaking in the two-hour sec­ 
ond working session, Eaton said 
the conference should move at 
once into the problem of nuclear 
material. 
He said something should be 
dqne about the vast production of 
these materials and added that 
if production was stopped a way 
would be open to moving on to 
the transformation of these ma­ 
terials for peaceful uses. 
He warned the five Communist 
powers—the Soviet Union, Czech­ 
oslovakia, Poland, Romania and 
Bulgaria—that R is futile for them 
to 
believe 
the 
United 
States 
would 
ever 
enter 
any 
gen­ 
eral 
disarmament 
agreement 
which failed to contain central 
elements of control. 
He criticised the four-year dead 
line in the rival Soviet plan, 
would be impossible, he declared 
to accomplish responsible disar­ 
mament while working against 
such a deadline. He said Western 
powers are prepared to move 
ahead as fast as an agreement 
can be arranged. 
The 
United 
States, 
Britain, 
France, Italy and Canada put for­ 
ward their plan with the greatest 
seriousness, he said. 
Eaton did not go into detail con­ 
cerning early agreements on out­ 
er space, missiles and nuclear 
production. 
The 
Communist 
delegations, 
led by Soviet Deputy Foreign 
Minister Valerian Zorin, hold that 
the ultimate aim is “complete 
and 
general 
disarmament,” 
as 
stated in a resolution of the U N. 
General Assembly. 
British Minister of State David 
Ormsby-Gore 
told 
Wednesday’s 
session that a general agreement 
is urgently necessary to make 
sure nuclear-armed space vehic­ 
les are -bnever put toto orbit by 
anyone.” 
He raised the specter of a sat­ 
ellite loaded with 
bombs 
that 
could be directed at any target 
on earth by electronic signals, 
placing all mankind under con­ 
stant threat of obliteration.

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Scientific Approach To Paroles 


A two-pronged research effort by the Ohio 
Department of Mental Hygiene and Correc­ 
tions may cast a whole new light on society's 
treatment of the criminal. 
One project, under way at the Lima State 
Hospital for Ow Criminal Insane, seeks to 
determine what behavior patterns are in­ 
volved in the fact that some paroled sex 
offenders succeed in adjusting to normal so­ 
ciety and others return to prison for new 
offenses. 
The other, being conducted at Ohio Peni­ 
tentiary in Columbus, seeks to determine 
what behavior patterns are involved In the 
fad that some inmates succeed at the date's 
honor farms and others betray the trust 
placed in them and have to be put back 
behind bars. 


IF THE PSYCHOLOGISTS who are doing 
the research are successful in isolating fac­ 
tors which can be used to predict the be­ 
havior of inmates, they will have made a 
giant step toward curing the split personality 
society has about penology. 
Pot many years our penal system has 
been nominally founded on the philosophy of 
rehabilitation. It always has been afflicted, 
however, with troubled thoughts arising from 
tho fact that as many inmates are hardened 
in their criminal ways as ara rehabilitated, 
if not more. 


When a parolee, particularly a sex offender 
or murderer, commits some heinous crime, 
there are cries of protest against the system 
that permitted him to be paroled. Yet it is 
obvious that a hard-and-fast anti-parole pro­ 
gram would be unfair to those inmates who 
do pay their debt to society and deserve 
another chance at normal lilt. 
The trouble has always been that risk and 
lock play the biggest rotes in the decisions 
to parole or not to parole. They are also major 
factors in decisions to go oosy or hard on 
inmates in the penal institutions. 


THE OHIO RESEARCH projects are trying 
to find a scientific approach that win remove 
a Jot of the risk and luck. One psychologist 
suggests that it may even be possible to ar­ 
rive at a numerical system in which the 
most promising inmates would have the high­ 
est point totals based on tho behavior fac­ 
tors that have the moat bearing on his fu­ 
ture conduct. 
Because hum?n beings are involved, no 
system would be foolproof But science has 
made some notable strides in unlocking tho 
secrets of human behavior just as it has 
made progress in unlocking the secrets of 
the mort absolute elements of nature. 
lf the Ohio studies succeed, they could 
prove to be a milestone in the development 
of penology and criminology. 


Modern Tower Of Babel 


C. L. Sulzberger of the New York Times 
has leveled a thoughtful indictment at the 
world’s loaders for using "meaningless" 
language to express their ideas. 
Hit examples are printed. He cites the fact 
that Charles do Gaulle and Ma enemy, Ferhat 
Abba*, both apeak of an "Algerian Algeria" 
although they mean quite different things. 
He recalls that Khrushchev, Tito, Nohru and 
GattakeH an talk of "socialism” with tittie 
bi common as to its definition. 
The classic example, of course, is the way 
“democracy” is baariad about in international 
circles with no regard for tho ancient root 
of the word. Even among tho free nations 
of Hie West, 
"democracy” ha* varying 
connotations. 
Mr. Sulzberger's print is that the use of the 
same word for different ideas as writ as the 
concoction of Compton original terms leave 
the world’s listeners waQowtng in confusion 
over what tho tantara mo driving at. 
This same disease afflicts the American 
political scene no toss painfully. We often 
find ourselves nodding agreement with terms 


used by speakers who actually do not stand 
for what we stand for at ad. 
These terms include the resounding words 
and phrases that are a part of what we cell 
our American heritage—and even that has 
become trite through overuse by peoole who 
have little understanding of what it really 
means. 
In political campaigns, we hear the leaders 
of the two parties apparently talking about 
Hie same things when in reality they are not. 
Conversely, thev sometimes pretend to be 
talking about different things for the sake 
of creating issues when there is no real issue 
at all. How can tho poor listener be sure? 
As Mr. Sulzberger suggests, the time is 
ripe for stripping away the slogans aqd labels 
that afflict our mental state and replacing 
them pithy, pointed expressions of what wa 
ready mean. 
He does not suggest how this can be done, 
and neither can we. It has been recognised 
since Plato discussed tho shadows on tho 
wad of the cave that men would rather 
parade behind safe merits than march for­ 
ward revealing their controversial natures 
for all to soe. 


Will The Young Men Go North 


The grass always looks greener on the 
ether side of tho fence, but how cm people 
be lured from one green pasture to another?

A Mathematical Problem

Too many American youngsters 
don't know a hexagon from an 
isosceles triangle. And too often 
it's not their fault. Antiquated text 
books and ill-trained teachers, in 
ms ny instances, are to blame for 
the low proficiency in mathematics 
among American students. 
Recent studies show that more 
pupils f a i l arithmetic, * algebra, 
geometry and other mathematics 
courses than any other subject 
offered by our schools. What is 
worse, many boys and girls de­ 
velop a distaste for math in their 
younger years and later shun this 
important field of study. 
Ironically, we are not math- 
minded in an atomic age. Better 
understanding of advanced mathe­ 
matics has enabled the Soviet Un­ 
ion to perfect its intercontinental 
missiles, its Sputnik and its war 
power. It takes acute mathemat­ 
ical figuring to land on the far 
side of the mow). 


and girls, jnany of them talented, 
fall by the wayside, flunk math or 
get bored with it and say ‘‘never 
again.” 
“I loved math when I entered 
high school,” a young junior said, 
‘‘but after three years with Miss 
Blank, I’vo had it. I never want 
to take another math course as 
long as I live.” 
Perhaps this young man might 
never have been another Einstein 
but too many potential mathema­ 
ticians are lost forever because of 
poor math teachers. 
‘‘I hate my arithmetic hour,” an 
otherwise good teacher in one of 
the suburban schools admitted. "I 
always hated it in school when I 
was a kid, and I just barely passed 
the course in high school. I ducked 
it at my teachers college.”

"The Kremlin,” he says, "has 
conducted and is conducting today 
an anti-Semitic propaganda strong­ 
ly reminiscent of Goebbels and 
Stretcher. ” 
Mr. Dodd praises Chancellor Ad­ 
enauer and the West Gorman gov­ 
ernment for the progress it has 
made in the de-Nazification of West 
Germany, and adda that tho rec­ 
ord of the Adenauer government 
on anti-Semitism is beyond re­ 
proach, even though there is much 
still to be done in Germany. 
But 
the Connecticut 
senator 
charges that East Germany, on 
the other hand, has opened its 
ranks to the most vicious Nazis 
Md Nazi collaborators, and that 
the same thing is true in other 
countries taken over by the Com­ 
munists. 
"We must make people under­ 
stand,'’ declares Sen. Dodd, "that 
anti-Christianism goes with anti- 
Semitism, as godlessness goes with 
totalitarianism. It is no accident, 
in my opinion, that the two great 
godless movements of our time. 
Nazism and Communism, should 
both bt vehemently anti-Semitic.” 


SEN. DODD prepared his speech 
for delivery in the Senate but, be­ 
cause of his illness, tho document 
was Maced in “The Congressional 
Record” by SM. George A. Smo­ 
thers, (D-Fla) who said that it 
was "so significant and timely that 
it should bo brought to the atten­ 
tion of tho American people.” 
Sen. Dodd says that in many 
countries, including the United 
States, there is a residue of anti- 
Semitism, but that nowhere in the 
world are Jews oppressed as they 
ars in the Soviet Union today. He 
declares: 
"Between the brutality of Soviet 
anti-Semitism and the brutality of 
Nazi anti-Semitism, there is little 
to choose. About all that is lacking 
so far la tho gas chambers. 
"For this deficiency, the Com­ 
munists have mads up, at least in 
part, by employing Siberia and tbs 
firing squads aa substitute instru­ 
ments of death. 
"The crimes that have char­ 
acterized S o v i e t anti-Semitism 
have not been perpetrated by hot­ 


heads or juvenile delinquents. They 
have been perpetrated, mr else insti­ 
gated by the Soviet state itself— 
first under the command of Jo­ 
seph Stalin, and then under the 
command of tho present Prime 
Minister, Nikita Khrushchev 
In 
my opinion, this fact makes these 
crimes a thousand times more 
damnable. 
"How does the free world react 
to tho merciless persecution of the 
3,000,000 Jews in the Soviet Union? 
It closes its eyes to it. Instead of 
protests and indignation, wo wit­ 
ness demands for increased trade 
with tho Soviet bloc, for stepped- 
up, cultural exchange programs, for 
state visits by the Soviet terrorist* 
to-chief.” 
Sen. Dodd says that, encourag­ 
ed by tho reaction of the free 
world to the Swastika incidents, 
"the Communist propaganda ap­ 
paratus had a field day." He adds 
that "the ultimate goal of this 
propaganda" is to obtain control 
of tho city of West Berlin.

"So far as is known, no Jaw it 
to be found in the foreign service 
(of the Soviet Union), among tho 
higher ranks of the armed forcea 
or in the various military acad­ 
emies. 
"Jaws are also excluded from 
feeding posts in the Communist 
party, from the central party news­ 
papers and the foreign section of 
the Soviet press.

Mr. Dodd declares that, as ha 
was finishing his analysis, he re­ 
ceived a communication from a 
group of professors of the social 
sciences division of Frirfeigh Dick­ 
enson University, who had toured 
the Soviet Union last summer. 
He says they had been ‘’ap­ 
palled” by the many evidences of 
Soviet anti-Semitism. They wrote: 
"Our observations have fed us 
to the unhappy conclusion that anti-

atavistic remnant of czarist Russia 
but is the official policy af tho 
government of the USSR.” 


Nixon’s Lucky Month 


By James Marlow 


SEVERAL YEARS AGO a Car- 
negie-sponsored study, made by the 
Educational Testing Service at 
Princeton, found that the over­ 
whelming number of teachers in 
this country rated math as their 
worst subject. The study found that 
teachers, generally, admitted they 
just couldn’t teach math ade­ 
quately. 
In the last two years millions 
ri dollars have been spent by the 
fedora! government and by pri­ 
vate foundations to strengthen 
school and college math. 
Two approaches are being used. 
The first is to upgrade teachers, 
so that they can handle math in 
elementary and high schools. 
The second is a concerted effort 
to improve the subject itself. Vast 
changes are taking place in scores 
of laboratories. Within a short time 
these changes can be expected to 
find, their way into the classroom. 
Then, .it is hoped, math will not 
be the bugaboo of millions of 
youngsters but will be a live, excit­ 
ing subject. 
In upgrading teachers, the Na­ 
tional Science 
Foundation has 
sponsored, during the past several 
years, many teacher training in­ 
stitutes in math and science. 
TM* 
summer 
on 
campuses 
throughout the nation thousands of 
math teachers-^from elementary 
school to college-^will attend them, 
learning from experts how to im­ 
prove their own teaching. 
In addition to the institutes, 
which run from six to eight weeks, 
the NSF is sponsoring a series of 
all-year academic math programs. 
In this way, it is hoped, tens of 
thousands of teachers will improve 
their own knowledge and skills. The 
teachers get paid for going back 
to school. 


IN IMPROVING the course of 
studies, a crash program is under­ 
way to make math more chal- 
lenging and to weed out the out­ 
dated trappings that have all but 
engulfed it. 
Twenty-five major studies are 
now underway, in ail parts of the 
United States, to modernize mathe­ 
matics. 


WASHINGTON 
The middle of March—the Ides 
of March, the oldtimers used to 
call it—is a happy, lucky time for 
Vice President Richard M. Nixon. 
Or maybe it's just a coincidence. 
But at feast it’s the middle of 
March—in a campaign year— 
when President Eisenhower sud­ 
denly warms up publicly to the 
vice president. 
In the early weeks of the 1956 
presidential c a m p a i g n year 
Eisenhower was quizzed repeated­ 
ly as to how be felt about having 
Nixon running again for the vice 
president 
on 
the 
Republican 
ticket with him. 
For some reason Eisenhower al­ 
ways avoided a direct answer un­ 
til March 14. Then at a news con­ 
ference he got enthusiastic and 
said he’d be "happy” to have 
Nixon as his running mate again. 
The years pass. Ifs now four 
years later, 1960, and again it’s 
a presidential campaign year. 
Eisenhower 
himself 
can’t 
run 
again. But at this moment there’s 
no one in sight to challenge Nixon 
for Hie Republican presidential 
nomination. 
Still, up to now, Eisenhower had 
avoided saying anything directly 
that looked tike his full Messing 
for 
Nixon. 
Then 
Wednesday, 
March 16, four years and two 
days later, it came again. 
At his news conference Eisen­ 
hower made it clear he wants 
Nixon to be elected president. It 
was, in effect, the full Eisenhower 
blessing. 
While Nixon thus is ri^ht on 
schedule in getting Eisenhower’s 
approval, the vice president is 
far ahead in another sense. «He’s 
been living practically a charmed 
life in this campaign year. That’s 
a lot different from 1956. 
By this time four years ago he 
was being denounced by Demo­ 
crats who took it for granted, 
without waiting for Eisenhower’s 
approval, that Nixon was going 
to be the president’s running- 
male. 
The bricks he got hit with 
weren’t made of sponge-rubber. 
Aria) Stevenson was caUihg Nix­ 
on a ‘‘hatchet’’ man and former 
President Truman was complain­ 
ing Nixon had called him a 
"traitor.” 
Nixon 
insisted 
he 
hadn’t, really. 
"But tbs worst — although It 


turned out to be harriy mart than 
a puff of wind — was yet to 
come. A little later in 1956, be­ 
fore the Republican convention. 
Harold Stassen, a longtime presi­ 
dential hopeful himself, tried to 
block Nixon’s renomination. 
What made it kind of gummy 
at the time was the fact that Stas­ 
sen was'working directly under 
Eisenhower, on his staff. The 
President 
took 
no 
part 
in 
Stassen's dump-Nixon campaign. 
Sadly for Stassen, it turned out 
to be only a one-man campaign 
and he wound up at the conven­ 
tion seconding Nixon's nomina­ 
tion. 
But up until 1956 Nixon had 
been a young man in a hurry as 
he scrambled im the political 
ladder to high position. It was 
the way—tactics, politicians call 
it—he slashed his opponents that 
the Democrats didn’t like. 
That’s what made them so hot 
against him. But as his visions 
ri the presidency drew clearer 
and 
nearer—since 
Eisenhower 
couldn’t run for a third term— 
Nixon began to develop a tech­ 
nique of restraint. 
He's been following it for years 
now. It’s worked pretty well for 
him. By avoiding his old slara- 
bang attacks on the Democrats, 
he’s deied them the Cree am­ 
munition he provided them in 
earlier days. 
The 
result: 
The 
Democrats 
aren't saying much about him at 
all, and nothing to compare with 
their attacks on him in 1956. But, 
of course, he’s been playing it 
cool. He can afford to. 
With im opponent in sight, he 
doesn’t have to make many pol­ 
itical speeches that make any­

McElroy pointed out that affect­ 
ed military personnel must meet 
other requirements for legal vot­ 
ing residence. Also required is 
residence in the state for a year 
and in the county and precinct for 
40 days immediately preceding the 
election. 
The Ohio constitution prohibits 
servicemen “garrisoned ’ in the 
•take from voting. But, in the strict 
sense of die word, in peacetime 
no troop* are “garrisoned” in the 
state, McElroy captained. 
Prosecutor Heck’s request did 
not touch upon the status of mili­ 
tary personnel who live on Ohio's 
military bases.

Elroy's ruling clarify their voting 
rights. Heck’s question was di­ 
rected at the wording of Article 
V, Section 5 of the Ohio Constitu­ 
tion which reads: 
“No person in the military, na­ 
val or marine service of the Unit­ 
ed States, shall, by being station­ 
ed in any garrison, or military. 
or naval station, within the state, 
be considered a resident of this 
state" 
In reply to Heck's question, Mc- 
Elroy's opinion asserted: 
'lf this constitutional prevision 
must be interpreted to read that 
by being assigned to duty st any 
particular military bass within 
the state a person is absolutely 
barred from becoming a resident 
of the state, then the answer to 
your question must be in the nega­ 
tive.” 
The question of legal residence, 
McElroy ruled, is primarily a 
matter of intent. He explained: 
‘Thus, if a member of the mili­ 
tary service bas indicated his 
choice of a residence by the 
purchase of a home in one state 
and retains that home even though 
transferred to a place of duty out­ 
side the state, he must be consid­ 
ered to have his legal residence 
in the state where his home is lo­ 
cated." 
In effect, McElroy turned hack 
to local election boards the deter 
minatlon of the "intent” of any 
serviceman in establishing legal 
residence (or voting purposes. He 
•■plained: 
“Any such beard of abcUoos is 
free to consider the establishment 
af a place of residence off a mill 
tory base ss at least on# factor hi 
determining that a member of 
the military service'has expressed 
the necessary intent to establish 
a permanent residence within the 
particular county."
